RUSSIA'S WOE. 

The Tsar's Manifesto. 
Aecording to the Express corre- 
spondent the authentic story of the 
Tsar’s manifesto, declaring that there 
should be no departure from the 
principle of an absolute autoeracy, and 
his sudden announcement of his desire 
to call a national Parliament, is а very 
remarkable one. 

The manifesto itself was prepared by 
M. Pobiedonostzeff, the Procurator of 
the.Holy Synod, who submitted it to 
the Tsar with such representations as 
induced his Majesty to accept it and 
sign it at once without consultation | 
with his Council of Ministers, 

The Ministers, in faet, read the 
manifesto for the first time in the 
columns of the Official Messenger. 
They held a hurried meeting, and it 
then transpired that not one of them 
was aware that-such a manifesto was 
even in contemplation. 

They then authorised M. de Witte | 
to approach the Tsar, and to inform 
him in pointed terms that, as he had 
published the manifesto without con- 
sulting them on the subject, they pre- | 
sumed that further advice from them | 
was unnecessary. 

They tendered their resignations, 


The First Step. 


The Tsar was greatly perturbed, 
and besought M. de Witte to inform 
the Council of 'Ministers without 
delay-that he had no thought of 
slighting them in the matter, and 
that he was willing to sign the re- 
script at once authorising the first 
step towards representative Governi- 
ment which had been drawn up by 
the Council after a week's deliberation 
as to terms, and handed to the Tsar. 

It seems that M. Pobiedonostzeff, 
learning tl:e terms of the draft re- 
script, hurriedly prepared the талпы 
festo declaring for autocracy, and in- 
duced the Tsar to sign it in order that 
it might be published before there 
was a chance of allowing the more 
liberal proposals of the Council of 
Ministers to be made known to the 
people.

Notwithstanding the Imperial re- 
script, the Liberals will continue their 
campaign with unabated vigour. 
They will demand the freedom of the 
Press, freedom of speech, and 
personal immunity from the action of 
the authorities as the essential 
conditions to be granted before any 
summons is issued for the assembly 
of any form of representative 
chamber.

Asked as to his plans for the future, 
Father Gapon xg — 

“It is my intention to visit and 


encourage the  revolutionists in 
European centres and spread the 
propaganda. 


“Aid must come from without if 
we аге to succeed in our aim. lam 
confident that success will come and 
that I shall be able to return open'v 
to St. Petersburg. 

“We shall continue to launch 
manifestoes and work steadfastly but 
secretly towards our ideal—the over- 
throw and suppression of the bureau- 
eracy and the establishment of popular 
government. 

* We will, we must, win in the end." 

Father Gapon is very poor, but hi: 
tastes are simple and his needs few 
He is closely following the course о! 
events in Russia. 

He has received numerous invita- 
tions to attend revolutionary confer- 
ences, and has been offered liberal 
| terms to do so, especially in the United 
States. 

He will in future be always accom- 
panied by two friends, and will only 
walk at night.

The police were entirely absent.

The bodies of men, women, children, 
and horses were lying in the streets 
and squares by hundreds, for there 
was no one to take them away.

Shops were pillaged and houses set 
on fire with all their inhabitants. 


The massacre lasted almost three! 
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days. Itisstill impossible to deter- 


mine the number of victims, but they 
eannot be fewer than a thousand. 


Caught in a Trap. 
Disastrous news from the front 
cecupied the attention of the War 
Council at Tsarskoe Selo on March 5th. 
It was reported that the Japanese 
had oceupied Sinminting and taken 
possession of the railway, and that 
they were marching on to Mukden and 
Tieling in great force. 

It is fully realised that, if the Japan- 
ese are able to oceupy and hold Tieling, 
Kuropatkin will be caught like a rat 
in a trap. 

The peril of Kuropatkin's position 
is fully recognised, and it would not 
surprise anyone at Tsarskoe Selo to 
learn very soon that Mukden had been 
evacuated. 

The question of peace has been again 
discussed, but the Tsar emphatically 
declared that he would continue the 
war even if it were necessary to retreat 
across Lake Baikal.

liers of which there are few specimens 
now remaining. Many are the stories 
told of his prowess and battles for the 
honour of his town and profession. 
He was long known as the * Little 
Father of the Gondoliers,” and assumed 
|rather more authority over them than 
the courtesy title conferred on him, not 
hesitating to enforce discipline by 
corporal chastisement. 

Of late years many who are not 
Venetians have taken to the business, 
and Zatta much resented this alien 
invasion, to which he ascribed the 
decadence of the old traditions of 
courtesy and fellowship among the 
knights of the oar. 

On one occasion he created a sensa- 
tion by pitching into one of these 
foreigners who had demanded from a 
|woman with threats more than his 
| proper fare. They tumbled into the 
Grand Canal together, and the old 
|chap was nearly drowned, but he felt 
amply consoled for that by the severe 
| drubbing and ducking the other fellow 
received. 

This episode led really to his death, 
as the fellow one night knifed Zatta 
in the back, re-opening an old wound 
received in the War of Independence, 
and which never again healed. 

The old man was very fond of the 
ladies, admiring particularly foreign 
|types, and as he never forgot a face, 
|his friends all over the world were 


|legion. He was а great matchmaker, 
| коо. If he had a young couple in his 


gondola he would take them to the 
most romantic spots, especially if it 
were moonlight, and sing love songs 
| over their heads in his beautiful tenor 
| voice, until only the stoniest hearts 
[could resist the spell of the enchant- 
ment. If necessary, he would divert 
the attention of the chaperon by 
| telling her blood-curdling stories of 
| what had happened in the different 
|historic palaces, his pretty broken 
inglish adding much to the interest of 
| his narratives. 
| The great event of Zatta's life was on 
| the day he carried his hero, Garibaldi, 
lin triumph about the lagoons, but it 
| was also the day of his “ great shame," 
| as he called it, as he was во excited ала 
nervous that he almost allowed the 
hero to have а ducking. He had 
carried all the sovereigns, foreign and 
domestic, without a tremor, but to have 
Garibaldi on his hands was an honour 
so great as to upset even his iron 
nerve. 

Now Zatta is no more, and all the 
| gondoliers of Venice are in mourning ; 
ithe procession of. black  gondolas, 
ee by black-clad figures chanting 
а funeral dirge for the burial, was one
